WASTING FARM FERTILITY. 


It would sstonisb the energetic eastern 


fsrmer who is wide-awake to the import- 
ance of raaintaininiz the fertility ot bis 
farm lands to see the amount o£ avail- 
able fertility that goes to waste each 
year on the majority of western farms. 
One does not fully realize the real nceea 
aity of utilizing to the utmost all the fer- 
tility produced in the different forms on 
the farm until they have seen the evil 
i esults of the neglect of this on the farms 
of tbe cast. Ii, i? qu'tea crtumon thing 
to see in the new countries ot the west 
the manure of several years' accumula- 
tion piled up at tbe sides of tbe stables 
<ir barn, or allowed to remain in tbe 
bamyard or feed lots, until it is ail the 
way liom one to Ihree feet deey, or even 
worse to see it hauled and dumped m 
some out-of-the-way place. We base 
even seen it dumped into tae streams 
ard allowed to wash away, thus nollut- 
iLg the water from which their stock 
drank and upon which their neighbor's 
families bad to depend for house use. 
They did not seem to realize or refused 
torecognize the injustice done their neigh- 
bors, themselves »nd their lands by thia 
gross neglect. Neither did they seen to 
leeojjtifze the fact that their now fertile 
Boils would one day surely need the 
stimulants they were ruthlessly throw- 
ing away. It was thus in the east—the 
home of my boyhood—at one time, and 
I have seen farms with soils of excellent 
(juality whose owners seeming to con- 
euler the fertility of their then fine farms 
as inexhaustible as the sands of the sea 
persist in their high banded robbery of 
the soil until at tbe end o£ twenty-Eve 
ur thirty years these taruis were in SUCL 
a worn out state that it would hardly 
pay to work them, while in the same 
locality, and often just across tbe way, 
would be found farma of no better soil 
wlnie in their virgin state, but which 
under the management of a more com- 
prehensive and farseeing farmer have 
maintained and in some instances im- 
pioved their productive qualities, says a 
writer in the Prairie Fanner.
